WASHISGTON. Jan. 17.—The cable re- 
port today from Portsmouth, England, 
whence the British flying squadron is 
about to sail, that its destination may 
be the Bermudas, cannot be confirmed 
in any official quarter here and the 
report is taken 
with 
considerable 
allowance. 
No information on the 
subject has come to the departments or 
to the British embassy. The British 
squadron already at and about the 
Bermudas consists of sixteen ships, viz: 
Buzzird, Canada. Cordelia, Crescent, 
Magiciene, Mohawk, Harlridge, Pelican, 
Tartar, Terror, Tourmaline, 
Urgent, 
Accorn, Barracouta, Beagle and Eetri- 
bution. 
These are cruisers, some of 
them 7 , 0 0 0 tons displacement. 
Should 
the Portsmouth report prove true it 
would increase the squadron to twenty- 
two ships, or twenty-eight including 
the six torpedo catchers. It is doubted 
that Great Britain would send such a 
powerful fleet into American waters 
at this time, when their presence 
in force 
sufficient 
to 
overpower 
our 
North 
Atlantic 
iqnadron 
almost certainly would be regarded as 
a hostile demonstration, certainly not 
called for aa long as diplomacy has not 
yet exhausted its recourse in the settle- 
ment of 
diflPerences 
between 
the 
United States and Great Britain. The 
Bermudas, 
lying 
between six and 
seven hundred miles off our coast 
would afford an admirable base of ope- 
rations against any point from Cape 
cod down to Key West, and while the 
islands are part of the British empire 
the assemblage of a powerful fleet there 
could not be regarded with indifier- 
ence by the United States government, 
unless its presence was explained satis- 
factory.

WASHISGTON, Jan. 17.—The eenate 
committee on foreign relations was in 
session today. The only question be- 
fore it was the legislative affirmation of 
the Monroe doctrine, and the discus- 
sion prepared upon the basis of a reso- 
lution Senator Davis had prepared 
under the instructions of the commit- 
tee at the meeting held last Saturday. 
The terms of the resolution are known 
only to the members of the committee 
and the prospects now are that if the 
committee agrees to report it the word- 
ing will not be known until it shall be 
brought into the senate. It has been 
found difficult to so pbra^e the docu- 
ment as to suit the ideas of all or of 
even a majority of thé committee. 
This fact accounts for the leng»h of 
time given the subject, and also lor the 
careful manner in which its text and 
even its outlines are reared. 


The committee adjourned at 12:30 
o'^ock after voting to report the Davis 
resolution with a few verbal modifica- 
tions suggested by the committee. 
It 
is understood that the resolution will 
be presented to the senate on Monday. 


The president today sent a special 
message to the house urging the neces- 
sity for immediate legislation to ex- 
tend the limit of time when Euits can 
be brought by the government to annul 
grants of public lands. He called at- 
tention to the numerous complications 
that are arising between railroads as to 
grants that overlap them and 
the 
necessity for adjuslmenls. 
The time 
in which suits can be brought expires 
March 3. 1896, and if the time limit 
were allowed to expire then a portion 
of the adjustment act would be ren- 
dered nugatory. The government, the 
president says in conclusion, should 
not be prevented from going into the 
courts and righting wrongs psrpetrated 
by its agents. 


COMPTROLLER BOWLER'S CASE. 


Some talk concerning the resolution 
introduced by Mr. Boatner, of Louisi- 
ana, for an investigation of Comptrol- 
ler Bowler's course in the sugar bounty 
appropriation occurred in the house 
committee, of which Mr. Ray, of New 
York. IS chairman, and Mr. Boatner

to have it taken up by the full 
comahttee at once. It was concluded 
to let It lie over until the next meet- 
ing, when the sub committee probably 
will report a substitute providing for 
an inquiry into the law under which 
the comptroller claims to act, with a 
recommendation as to whether further 
legislation is needed to define and re- 
strict the comptroller's duties. The 
preamble to Mr. Boatnei's resolution 
reciting the effects of Mr. Bowler's 
course will not be adopted, as the com- 
mittee thinks it has no official knowl- 
edge of the statements made.

HOW CHICAGO FEELS. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 17—News of the selec- 
tion of Chicago as the place to hold the 
national democratic convention was re- 
ceived locally, with no manifestations 
of excitement. 
The hotel men smiled 
when the news came, they being the 
chief beneficiaries of the crowd that the 
convention will bring to town. Stiaage- 
ly enough, though, there was no flood 
of telegrams asking that quarters be 
reserved for the national leaders of tbe 
democratic party. Requests for rooms 
from metropolitan newspapers in dif- 
ferent sections of the country, made 
through resident correspondents, were 
about all received by any of the hotels 
last night. At the Palmer house re.

teen and eight respectively. 


The convention will doubtless be 
held at the Coliseum, but that is a 
matter which is to be determined by 
the national democratic committee. 
The delegates who went to Washing- 
ton took with them plans of both the 
Coliseum and Tatteisails. 
Either of 
these buildings will be available but it 
is thought the national committee will 
select the Coliseum on account of its 
superior arrangement and bccause of 
its larger seating capacity. 


Comptroller of Currency James H. 
Eckels, of Illinois, did not think the 
place of holding the convention would 
have any thing to do one way or an- 
other with the convention's nominee, 
whether it was an eastern or western 
man. 
When asked what effect he 
thought it would have on Cleveland's 
alleged third term candidacy he said: 
"1 do not wish to talk on that, for I 
do not think there is anything at all in 
It. I do not believe he is a caadidate 
for re election." 


"What effect do you think it will 
have on bringing out a western man?'

It is not 
supposed that there is anything in the 
Cleveland story, and that Mr. Goecke 
will not be able to identify the man at 
Cleveland as Boyle.

Julian cduncil, of this city, this morn- 
ing, if he found that the Cleveland man 
was Boyle, but as he has not done eo it 
is thought that he failed in his identifi- 
cation and that the story is but another 
one of those which have been exploded 
two or three times before.

Wftbont PaylnpT Toll. 


(New Haven News.) 


"For several days past several of the 
leading men of this community have 
been busily engaged in securing the 
right-of-way for a road to parallel the 
old toll road from tbe Harlzell road 
west to where the straight gravel rof d 
leaves the New Haven road. 


"This move is caused by the failure 
of the commissions to purchase the toll 
road, and it now seems that the gentle- 
men who have the matter in hand will 
come out successful. 
The new road 
now contemplated will run on the 
north side of the old road and we are 
informed that a number of the prop 
erty owners have signified a willingness 
to set their fences back and donate the 
Around necessary and maoy others have 
oflFered assistance if the project can be 
carried through. 


"The commissioners offered the toll 
road owners $4,700, the appraised value 
of their line. 
The owners said the 
price was too low, but thought the 
difference could be raised by eubscrip 
tion and that the road could be turned 
over to the county by January 1, 1896 
A few days ago we were informed by 
one in a position to know that the 
newspapers were blamed by the toll 
road owners because the road had not 
been sold. 
£e that as it may, the peo 
pie who use that highway are still pay 
iog toll. 


"The men who are behind the scheme 
for the new road desire a free road to 
the county capital, and with that end 
in view will not leave a stone unturned 
to get it. 


" 'If the owners deem the price of- 
fered too low,' said one of the men, 'let 
them refuse it, as they have a perfect 
right to do. 
There is no law to compel 
them to accept that price unless they 
choose so to do; but at the same time 
there is no law to prevent us striviag in 
other directions for a free gravel road, 
have been before the commissioners 
with the matter and you will hear more 
of this in a few days.' 


"We ventured the opinion that this 
move might be a bluff. 


" 'Just wait and see, if that is the way 
you construe it. 
We want a free road 
and we're goiog after it in a way to get 
it, now don't you forget it.' 


Another gentleman approached on 
the subject said he didn't believe the 
project could be carried through, and 
expressed the belief that if such a 
thing was done, the county would per. 
haps be liable for damages, as the toll 
road company was operating under 
charter duly granted by the commis- 
sioners. 


"' We waht a free road and also an 
electric road to Fort Wayne,' says an- 
other citizen, 'and it appears that this 
toll road stands in the way of both. 
I hope they will push the new road 
through.' 


" 'The people had an opportunity of 
donating the difference between the 
appraised value and the price wanted,' 
said the News, 'and we understand 
all but a few dollars was secured by 
subscription.' 


" 'Yes, that is true, but that seeming- 
ly has failed, and we'll see what can be 
done about this new road and that, too, 
at once. 
A united effort of the people 
will secure the desired end. 
This 
thing of crying 'bluff"' at every move 
wont accomplish anything, and we'll 
show you that this new scheme is not 
simply backed by wind.' "

and the salary is therefore insignificant.
